Pro- 
nouncing upon the comparative merits 
and demerits of the various rival routes 
■with as much dogmatic assurance as 
» if tlioy woro — Sandford Flbuinq I It is 
folly to Kujipose that all the ink in the 
Piovinco, even if concentrated in one 
miite-.l voluuu), would alter orinfluenco 
flu; i'onrso of a i^reat national highway 
lilcu [ho one in question, much less 
-wlion that ink is divided into antago- 
nistic channels and lashed into angry 
foam upon the rocks of sectional pro- 
judico. The route by which the rail- 
way shall reach its final tcruiinua on 
the Pacific will unquestionably be de- 
cided by the best engineering skill at 
tliB command of the Dominion G overn- 
" muiit, not by the dictum of interested 
scribblers. That Government will 
look to thereportof its Chief Engineer, 
not to local newspapers quarrelling 
over rival routes, for information as to 
the most practicable and desirable 
route. But while such controversy is 
])Ln-fc(:tIy harmless in so far as deciding 
or iiilliii'nciu;'^ tlm Canadian Government 
in tho .selection of a route is concerned, it 
may possibly not prove quite so barmlesB 
in laiolbor way. It sboiild bo tho grand 
aim (if nil to have tho question of routes 
(settled and tho work proceeded %vith at 
tlio earliest possible moment, it is'not im- 
possible that|thi3 wrangling about conlliot- 
ing interests ami rival routes may form a 
sort of excuse for that delay which all 
dread? We do not wish to be anderstood 
as insinuating that Air. Mackenzie is fish- 
ing for an oxcuso to delay tho ooniuienco- 
nient of active (Uinstrnotion : but wo dn 
say that when the Provincial newspapers 
■are .quarrelling amongst themselves and 
building up imaginary impossi- 
ble mountains with tho hope of bringing 
tho railway by their own door, or. as ono 
journal has iittemptod, banishing it bo- 
yoiuls Ihe coniinos of ]]ritish Columbia 
proper to sock an outlet through tho 
••Wild North Land" of Capt. Butler's 
wildcat rouance, it does occur to us to 
consider whether the tendencymiiy not be 
to delay tho very consummation which 
all should most desiro. Itnuist l)o per- 
fectly clear ntany rate, that a i)iiblie press 
so divided upon this point will bo less 
Ijov.'orful to insist upon a faithfid ])nr- 
formance of Canada's treaty obligation.s 
in this respect. However desirous Mr. 
Mackenzie may bo to keep faith as far as 
Dossiblo with Jjritish Columbia, it must 
bo obvious tiiat tho boldest of statesmen 
might hesitate unless strongly backed u]) 
by public opinion ; and it must mainly 
rest with the Pacifio Proviuco to bring 
public opinion to bear, for the Treaty has 
constituted her the arbiter, so tc speak, in 
this matter. She alone possesses the iin- 
mediutoright to insist upon Canada ful- 
filling her obligations in this resncct, and 
Canada and oven Motherland will e.xiieot 
35i-ilish Cidiniibia to do her duty; for in 
taking a i'n in .stand upon the Treaty of 
Union, she will not only be doing justice 
to herself but she will best serve the na- 
tion at large. Tho stupendons and ben- 
elicial work of enii)iro in wliich Canada 
eniliarkcd and to wliicli Great i5ritaiii was 
and ought t.) bo a party turns upon tho 
railway. In the words of tho late Sir 
Geor,'(e Carticr, '•Canada must slide 
quickly" in her westward course of em- 
pire, "or she will break through;" and it 
is tho work of true patriotism and sound 
Htiitcsmiinsln]) toni'go herforward. Instead 
thf-refure, of childishly (jnarrolliiig over, 
qnestioii.'i '.vhich nature and seicnco can 
alone decide, we submit that it would Ijo 
tho true polic}' as it is tho highest duly 
of the pros;; arul people of Britis'u Cid- 
unibialo nniU; in insisting upon tlio 
iminciiiiile eoni menecnicnt and vigorous 
liroseeul iuii of th.at gre&t work upon 
which all our hopes of material prosperity 
and national greatness hang. In this 
Instance, to be true to ourselves i.s to be 
loyal to the nation; and when interest and 
duty are thus happily blended, wiiat true 
man can hesitat«?

Tho impression 
produced was that tho M'itness vantod to 
eouoeal everylhiug. He had seldom 
known a more relnotant witness; heoould 
not tell when tho pre-emptions were 
made. 

Mr. Justico Oroy said it wDuld seem as 
if tlie witness was afraid to give informa- 
tion. 

Witness — Tlio ]5re-ompllon took place 
early in August; J.C. Hughes, E.Trim and 
J. Cottrell were the first batch of pre- 
emptors; MoiFat might also have been one 
of them. There were two batches of pre- 
eraplors. I object to the term "batch," 
preferring "sets." Tha first set of pro- 
emptors adopted the usual course of ]jro- 
eniptora; know the pro-emptors visited 
tho Island; some went in a sloop, others 
went in our steamer OaribooFly; Hughes 
and H, Trim went up to Taxada in our 
steamer; steamer left to go to Jarvis la- 
U;nd to hind lumbermen, nnd thence to 
Taxada to es.Tmino llie Island. Did not 
I know whon tho first pre-emption took 
place. 

The Chief Justico hero asked Mr. Pool- 
ey to read the law as to the pcnaU3' wit- 
nesses incurred by not giring ovidonce 
in a proper manner. 

Tho witness was here stamped by tho 
Ohiof Justico as •'slippery," "oily," 
' 'cloudy." 

Tho witness said if allowed lie would 
give a history of the matter from begin- 
ning to end. Ho said;.!fl. Trim-oarae to 
Burrard Inlet some time in last July to 
our pls-ci* and showed mo some iron ore, 
whioh ho got on Taxada Island; lie 
thought it a valuiibis iron load, and pro- 
p03od to preempt. The tlughosos, 
Trim, Cottrell nnd Mofl'at went a day or 
two after to New Westminster, aud gave 
notice to pre empt, going through tho 
regular form. These parties and myself 
agreed whon proper titles could be pro- 
cui-ed, a company should bo formed; II. 
Trim then went to the Island and put in 
stakes. After their return the steamer 
wont up; witness and Hughes, Nelson, 
II. Trim and Adam Watson went up on 
tho steamer about tho middle of July, 
landed on tho Island, examined it; .stop- 
pod a short timo, I think about two hours, 
saw no pre-emption cl.^ims marked out; 
none were pointed out; took no posossion 
of the land; H. Trim was at tho Island 
before this timo, authorized to act for us. 

Tho Chief Justico hero again admonish- 
od tho witness to bo carofnl. 

Mr. llob.sou suggosted that the Court 
had better adjourn, to give Mr. -Moody 
time to think over )iis ovidonoo. 

The OJiief Justice — Perhaps we shall 
have 'another story to-morrow. This 
witness has ■ called down upon himself 
the animadversions of the Commission- 
ers, but not until it bocaino necessary to 
do BO. The evidence was of a most con- 
flicting character, and the public interest 
ro(juired that tho witness should bo re- 
primanded. The Court cannot sit aiul 
listen, fcO' half-a-dozen stories with n wit- 
ness looking stupidly at it aud saying, "I 
think," "I don't know," '"porliaps," and 
"I dont remombor." It was an unu.sual 
course, that of reading out tho Bootion of 
tho Act bearing-iipon the penalties for.

The JDail^ yews says: — There is one 
characteristic of tho now Parliament 
which may, perhaps, oven already be 
safely described. It will bo, wo venture 
to think, rather a commonjilajo Parlia- 
ment in an intellectual point of view. If 
we do not know- all ^who-* are •'y'eT to' be 
elected throughout tho country, we know 
at least in a general way who aro seeking 
election; and wo confess that wo do not 
see any great change of such n sudden 
influx of uneipocted culture aud t.alent as 
would bo likely to modify to any cou- 
siderablo extent the character given by 
tho returns alreadyireaeiTedi It is to be 
hoped that tha more eminent of the mem- 
bers of tho late Parliament on either 
side, who havo failded to securo re-elec- 
tion, will sooner or later find their way 
back to St. Stephen's. One or two mon 
of undoubted capacity, like Mr. Roebuck, 
and, perhaps, we might add Sir Seymour 
Fitzgerald, have returned to the seats 
which for some years had not known 
them. Two or throe now mon of ability 
aud education beyond tlio average, like 
Mr. For.syth, for example, will nmko 
their nppearanco. Against tho loss of 
Mr. 'Thos, Hughes we may fairly sot off 
tho return of Mr. Edw. Jenkins. Tho 
author of "Ginx's Baby" is fit least a fair 
literary equivalent for tho author of "Tom 
Brov/u's School Day.<t," and he is an en- 
ergetic politician and able speaker. But, 
after allowance for exceptions, we shall 
have apparently a House of Commons of 
much tho same average intolloctual cali- 
bre as tha last, or, if differing at all from 
it, not differing in the sense of super- 
iority. We aro writing now of that ;;As- 
sembly as a legislative aud reproseiita- 
tivo body, and without any regard to its 
merits as tho instruments of a party, and 
we must say that the aspect of things is a 
littlo disappointing. It is possible, as wo 
havo already suggested, that the sudden- 
ness of tho elections taking tha country 
so much by surprise, left no timo for now 
mon to exert themselves, to put them- 
selves forward, or evcu, ])orliaps, to 
think about asserting their claims. Tho 
mon who wero used to tho sort of thing 
all naturally started up when the work of 
command was given, just as, if the word 
"March" wsris suddenly shouted to an 
indiscriminate crowd, only those who had 
boon drilled as soldiers would involun- 
tarily begin marching. But whatever 
tha causa or tho excupo.the result, we 
think, will bo found, indisputable. The 
new Parliamnnt will hn liardly up to the 
average iutell2ot of the old one, and it 
vill b6 oomppucded almost exclusively of 
just the same sort of material, '

This man assisted in managing the nets, 
and could bait and put out his long lino 
of five hundred hooks, attached as skil- 
fully as any other man; he could bait his 
lines, take off the fish, and could, at tho 
conclusion of tho fishery, arrange hisliuo 
in preparation for tho labours of another 
d.iy, with as mnoh neatness and dexterity 
as any of his brother fishermen."
